The commissions he received from royalty continued through three reigns, and 

he was held in such favor that the honor of being buried in Westminster Abbey was ac- 

corded him. A quarter-striking clock which he made for William III cost £1,500, an enor- 

mous sum at that time. Many of his finest works have cases in which terraced crestings 

are used in conjunction with plain round colonnettes, similar to the beautiful members of 

the present example, but the finely carved capitals are a special refinement. His cases are 

outstanding in the use of fine veneers, utilizing rare and costly woods such as pollarded 

yew, figured walnut, ebony and burl olivewood, as in the present instance, in which the 

veneers have also been described as mulberry wood.
